Discuss and act on adoption of the state motor vehicle laws, in so far as 
applicable to municipalities.  Zenda Vance moved to approve and Lori Tabit 
seconded the motion.  Okey Skidmore, Stanley Boyd, Brian Good, and Gabe 
Pena approved the motion.  Motion carries 6-0. 
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Discuss and act on Preliminary Survey of School Properties.  Need to have 
right of way surveyed and have 8ft buffer set back.  Put on August agenda for 
restrictions on property and setting date for auction.  Zenda Vance moved to 
approve and Lori Tabit seconded the motion.  Motion carries 6-0.
